Trend of Trade 

Dealing with trade matters Mr. 
Davis remarked on the tremendous 
impetus to trade with the Orient 
since the Great War. It was very

routes, Before the War the per- 
centage of American trade with 
Europe was 60 per cent., whereas 
last year ‘it had fallen to 46 per 
cent, On the other hand America’s 
trade with the Orient had nearly 
doubled in the same -time,. That 
trend would be continued - in-the 
future, for, whereas the European 
nations were practically stationary, 
so to speak, the Far. East was 
developing rapidly. There . were 
enormous possibilities in China and 
the Philippines. There was much

OIL PIPE IN RUSSIA 


With the object of reducing -trans- 
portation costs, a system of pipe lines 
for the conveyance of oi! products is 
being introduced into Russia. Prior 
to 1914, only one pipe line had been 
built. This has a length of 549 miles, 
and a diameter of 8 in., and connects 
Baku, the oil. port on the Caspian Sea, 
with Batum, on the Black Sea. Some 
years ago, it was decided to construct 2 
second Baku-Batum pipe line; this was 
commenced in 1927, and ‘will, it is ex- 
pected, be completed during the pre- 
sent year. The new work will supple- 
ment the old line, which, incidentally, 
has recently been repaired and recon: 
ditioned. The new pipe line has a 
length of 621 miles and a diameter of 
10 ir.; 14 pumping stetions are being 
erected along its Jength. Another pipe 
iine of recent corstruction is that whi zh 
stretches from Grozny, on the east side 
of the Caucasus, to Tuapre,- on ‘the 
Black Sea. It was put into operation 
towards the end of 1928; its length is 
383 miles, and its diameter 10 in. The 
six pumping stations along the Gromy- 
Tuapse line-are capable of dealing with 
from 1,000,000 tons to 1,100,000 tons of 
oil products per annum. The construc- 
tion of three farther ‘pipe lines has 
been decided upon. The first is from

“Mr. Turner,’ foreman, machine 
shop, complains-of fever: No tem-| 
perature. Granted no leave.” 

In reply to Mr. Spencer Wilkinson 
witness said plaintiff on the pre- 
vious occasion was, in his opinion, | 
not ill and was able to attend work. 

Mr. Powell Robinson: Do you 
know that Mr.. Turner’s complaint 
developed into quinsy? 

Witness said he was not aware 0: 
that. Quinsy was infectious. If 
plaintiff had it, he would have been 
right. not to go to work. 


Reason for Dismissal 

Mr. W. Doyglas, chief superin- 
tending engineer, Singapore Har- 
bour Board, said he caused plaintiff 
to be dismissed. Plaintiff’s salary 
was $300, and he had free quarters. 

Plaintiff, when he «was dismissed, 
was paid for nine days’ work. He 
was dismissed because his conduct 
was unsatisfactory. His work was 
satisfactory.

Is A Philosophy Of History Possible 2. 
MODERN CHURCHMAN’S ‘VIEWS 


[By Professor A. 5S. Pringle-Pattison, LL.D. DCL; F.B.A.] 


* 


I shall begin by stating what I 
consider to be the nature of the 
philosophy of history, and we shall 
. then proceed to some historical 
verification. . 

The essential -feature of the, 
philosophy of history seems to mé 
to be the attempt to envisage the 
history of mankind ada single 
whole, and to-exhibil, so far as dis- 
cernible, some ‘pian or, purpose, 
some ‘end’ of intrinsic: value, seen 
to be increasingly realised when 
the sequence of events is contem- 
plated a3 a whole. - Or, to. be more 
correct, since in a time sequence 
there is no absolute whole, and we 
ourselves stand in the midst of 
things, a philosophy of history 
might -be defined as the attempt to 
-discern such a purpose and consum- 

mation. 
‘ The Human Record 

A philosophy of history in this 
sense would appear to form an in- 
teyral part of any constructive or 
systematic theory of the world. 
An idealistie philosophy, at any 
rate—any philasophy, that is to say, 
which seeks, and professes to find, 
the ultimate explaining principle of 
the universe in reason, mind, spirit, 
~ er God—seems almost fatally de- 
fective if it cannot trace the pre- 
sence of that informing - wisdom in 
thy human record.” ‘Can we sup- 
pose,’ .says Augustine, ‘that - the 
order and purposiveness which 
men have so long admired in nature, 
is not to be found in history also, 
if we will look for if? God who 
in the physical world does every- 
thing according to number, measure 
and meanest animal, the feather of 
a bird, {he little flower of a plant 
or the leaf of a tree, without its 
harmony ‘and, as it were, a mutual 
peace among all its parts—cannot 
have left the course of human 
affairs, the growth and decay of na- 
tions, their victories and defeats, 
unregulated by the laws of His 
providence. God in History is in 
* point of fact the title of a repre- 
» sentative nineteenth century work 
- devoted. to this topic. 

In Classical Times 

We do not find much resembling 
such a philosophy in classical times. 
Philosophy of history will hardly 
come into being without a belief 
that the process of ‘events is work- 
ing out some important and desir- 
able result. But classical antiquity 
is in this respect, prevailingly 
pesssimistic. From Hesiod down- 
wards, Greek and Roman theories 
of the successive Ages of the World 
represent the process as one of ever- 
increasing deyeneration. The 
Hebrews looked forward to a Golden 
Age in the future as a consumma- 
tion of their national history;. for 
the Greeks it lay in the past.- In 
the Golden Age, the fabled reign of 
Kronos, before Zeus thrust-him from 
his seat, the earth brought forth 
her fruits spontancously and the 
seasons were benign. War was- 

unknown, and an innocent race lived 
of nature's abundance without the. 
necessity of toil. But to the Golden 
Age succeeds the Silver; and to that 
the Age of Brass or Bronze. ‘We 
ourselrv2s live in the Iron Age, and, 
bad 23 things are, they still. go 
from bad to worse. In Horace’a 
well-known lines: :

A more profoundly discouraging 
idea can- hardly be conceived. Prof. 
Bury points out how often Marcus 
Aurelius dwells‘ on the eternal 
sameness of things with an accent 
of despondency. ‘The rational 
soul,’ he says, ‘wanders round the 
whole world: and through tlie en- 
compassing void, and gazes into in- 
finite time, and considers the 
periodic destructions and’ rebirths 
of the universe, and. reflects that our 
posterity will see nothing new, and 
that our ancestors saw nothing 
greater than we have seen. A man 
of forty years, of the most moderate 
intelligence, may be said to have 


_ seen all that is ‘past and all that is 


to come; so uniform is the world,’ 
It ig not only . that the cyclical 
idea. is profoundly depressing. One 
may go further and say that there 
is for the human mind something 
essentially irrational in the idea of 
such endless repetibion. And it is 
perhaps iworth nothing in this con- 
was 
strangely fascinated by the dottrine 
of eternal recurrence, found its at- 
traction precisely in the fact that 
it ‘redeenis men from their enslave- 
ment to ends, and demonstrates that 
there is no eternal Will that wills, 
—that one thing at least is im- 
possible, rationality.’ A . time- 
an 
offenze to reason -unless there is 
something of, value realised in the 
process, something gained, -some- 
thing which otherwise would not be. 
Teleclogical Unity 
Philosophically considered, the 
idea of a time-world would 
seem to be essentially that 
of uingue or single suc- 
cession’ of events conceived as 
such a. teleological unity. Time, 
we may perhaps say, is only intel- 
ligible under the categories of pro- 
gress and purpose. : The con- 
ception of a succession of non- 
communieating eycles contradicts 
the very notion of time as a econ: 
tinuous series, just aa the qualita- 
tive identity of the endlessly re- 
peated cycles negates the idea-of the 
purposive unity implied in progress, 
The prevalence of such a conception 
must necessarily, therefore make a 
philosophy of history, as we under- 
stand the term, impossible. We 
have no difficulty in accepting the 
idea of endless. repetition in the 
ease of the ceaseless transforma- 
tions of the physical universe— 
‘worlds on worlds are rolling ever 
from eraation to decay’—a ceaseless 
process of building up and pulling 
down.. But that is just beeauze the 
redistribution of matter and motion!, 
(in Spencer's phrase) is in ztself 
strictly indifferent to reason. One 
configuration is in itself as good|: 
az another.. Why,-then, should we 
date these kaleidoscopic changes, or 
by what system of reference should 
we do so? Time is in a manner 
irrelevant in dealing with this sub- 
jest-matter; ‘and this is just what 
constitutes the distinction between 
the . natural” and- the historical 
sciences. The historical sciences

DECLARED TO BE “A PORT” 
IN ORDINANCE 

Under section 21 of the. Merchant 
Shipping Ordinance, 1899, it.is enacted 
that the -Governor may declare by 
notification certain places in the waters 
of the Colony to be ports, and no 
master of any ship or junk shall, ex- 
cept from stress of weather or some 
other sufficient cause, anchor at any, 
other place in the waters of the Colony. 

‘By notification in the “Gazette,” 
Tsun Wan is now declared to be “a 
port,” in addition to the ports referred 
to in the Ordinance 

[Nete: Tsun Wan is the place on the 
mainland, near Laichikok, whence fresh 
water is transported daily across to 
Hong Kong Island, to relieve the pre- 
sent acute shortage.]

DEVIL'S HISTORY 


, EARLY ASSOCIATIONS 
RECALLED — 


MODERN BELIEF 
I[*The History of the Devil", by 
_R. Lowe Thompson; Kegan 
‘Paul, Trench and Co., London, 
7/6.) : 


“And how then was the Devil drest? 
Oh! he’ was in his Sunday’s best: 
His jacket was red and hi¥ breeches 
were blue, 
And there was a hole where the- tail 
eame through.” 
. —S. T. Coleridge. 
Probably if. a questionnaire was 
gent round asking, ‘Which current 
'helief do you think has changed 
most in ‘he last thirty years’?— 
the answer would be ‘The belief 
in a personal, devil.’ “And if there 
was a further question as to the 
direction of this change the reply 


‘Tmost probably woald be,—in the 


direction of decay or aomples 


abandonment.’ © 

This is partly, of course, a real 
change, but partly we fear only 
superficial. 

Our grandparents, hard headed 
thoughtful _ people who prided 
themselves on’ accepting nothing 
without a solid warrant for it, 
believed in the Devil as a horn- 
ed. monster who came, 


“From his brimstone bed at break of 


To visit his snug little farm of the 


eart! 
And see. how his stock went on.” 


We, their grandchildren, would 
probably pooh-pooh such a ‘belief; 
we would class the Devil with 
(Santa Claus and the sea serpent. 

But in certain. circumstances 
and under certain associations 
even amongst ourselves we find 
the ancestral beliefs sprouting up 
and ‘reappearing. as they held 
sway in earlier centuries. War, 
pestilence, famine, and those na- 
tural catastrophes such as earth- 
quakes, bring back with them the 
associated beliefs which held 
sway when such catastrophes 
loomed large in man’s thought 
and life. ; 

Reasoning Faculty Wrecked 

Everybody noticed how the 
shock of the Great War—the 
slaughter, the uncertainty, the be- 
reavement, the sudden curtail- 
ment of life—wrecked the reason- 
ing faculty of many-so that there 
was a sudden increase in the de- 
mand for the sorcerer and the 
medium: -The abode of the 
modern’ Witch of Endor, now no 
longer in a cave but housed in a 
fashionable London Square, was 
the resort of a long queue of,an- 
xious enquirers, Even eminent 
scientists who had used their rea- 
soning faculties © on many other 
questions: with: a praiseworthy 
and almost sceptical reserve were. 
found under the anomaly of . the 
sudden strain to let the canons of 
evidence drift to the winds and ‘to 
reason like—Mr, Belloc or Mr. 
Chesterton. 

And just as ‘these recrudes- 
cences of ancestral beliefs happen 
in the case ef spooks and spirits 
they also oceur-in the case of 
that horned monster, the Devil. 

Magic Incantations 

Mr. Thompson traces the his- 
tory of the Devil back to those 
Palaeolithic days when the magi- 
cian clothed in the. skin of the 
goat or chamois performed magic 
incantations. for: the: weal' or “woe 


of some community, and. regulat:’ 


ed the supply of | duffalo or charm. 
ed the rain. :

Thus the witch or wizard of 
the pagan pecples of Western 
Europe was apotheosized into the 
horned and cloven‘footed monster 
with a tail, ‘the real Devil, who 
was not a fable but an actual in- 
habitant of the world. in our 
grandfather's day. Even now, if 
by. any hurdy-gurdy of circum- 
stance. the conditions of the 
earlier centuries recur—if 
mind jis thrown back into the 
channels of the old belief, the 
cave, tae forest and the elemients. 
—the associations seom to cal] up 
the allied beliefs; the horned 
monster comes back and walks the 
chambers of the brain.. He rein-

habits the wild caverns again, 
and forms -part of. the re- 
ligious stock-in-trade of the less 
educated in the community. 

The strength of the belief in 
witches and sorcerers, and the 
keeping of the witches Sabbath 
over Europe - in. earlier centuries 
shows. how’ deeply rooted in 
human nature these beliefs were. 

Joan of Are 


In this _- connection 


Mr. 
interesting theory’ about Joan of 
Arc. Joan of Arc on this theory 
was a witch who formed the rally- 
ing point of a great and power- 
ful organisation that was oppos- 
ed to the church party.. As an 
incarnation of ‘the god she would 
naturally inspire enthusiasm and 
confidence;- and as.such she was 
foredoomed to Saerlifice. -  - 

These two facts may explain 
why, as the fatal day approached, 
the French never lifted a finger to 
ransom or rescue her.’ This fact 
would also explain how ‘it was 
that it was “the tree of the fairy 
ladies” at which Joan received 
her mission. - 

“The judges” msde a great 
point that her retention of. 
male attire was a sign of. the 
Dianic cult. She first-heard the’ 
voices at the. initiation“age of 
thirteen. In brief the conduct 
of her associates during her 
military career, ag well. as. the 
evidence at her trial,’*bear out. 
the fact that she- belonged to 
the ancient religion,- not to the 
Christian. Nine years - after 
her death “in the flames her 
commander Gilles de Rais, was 
tried on the same charge and 
condemned.” 

The later canonisation of Joan 
of Arc by the Church would only 
be in accordance with the adop- 
tion of witehes’ trees and pagan 
wells as sacred trees and’ holy 
wells; or the old sunworship 
(Beltane and midsummer fires) 
into the feast of the Eve-of St. 
John. Reeognition by absorption 
is easier than -annihilation.

This. small volume is trebly 


-welcome; firstly because after the 


blackness that succeeded the Rus- 
upheaval. an illuminating 
novel has. at Iast been produced 
under Soviet auspices; 


the new Bolshevik officialdom 
where peculation seemg:to be as 
rife -a3 it ever was in’ the’ days 
of . degenerate Tsardom; and, 
thirdly, because it~ gives us a 
glimpse of Moscow from a. native 
who has lived through the ten 
years’ horror and is now. actual- 
ly living amidst such scenes and 
surroundings as he describes. 

The book is decidedly humorous 
but its humour is more broad than 
subtle. It will not appeal to read- 
ers of Aldous Huxley. It des- 
cribes the sordid adventures of 
two Scapegraces, an accountant 
and a junior clerk, who decamp 
with twelve thousand roubles 
from Moscow to Leningrad. We 
see glimpses of the tawdry night 
life in Peter’s capital where vodka 
is obtained ‘as easily as whisky is 
in New York, and also silhouettes 
of the miserable village - life in 
Russia. 


Relaxing Censorship f 


As Stephen Graham, says in the 
introduction: “There has not -been 


‘much huniour in the Revolution; 


it if strely'a sign-of change, of 
spring after a long winter, when 
the people begin to laugh again.” 
That such a book-can be publish- 
ed in Russia, and ‘allowed to be 
translated inte various languages, 
is almost a proof that the censor- 
ship in Russia, 30 ruthless ‘and 
severe during the past decade, is 
at last being lifted, and .causes 
us to hope that very soon we shall 
be able to see more of that 
enigmatic country through the 


discerning eyes of her’ men of
